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LETTER  OF  TRANSMITTAL 


His  Excellency,  Adlai  E.  Stevenson,  Governor  of  Illinois: 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Civil  Administrative  Code,  I  am  transmitting  herewith 
the  Thirty-second  Annual  Report  of  the  Department  of  Finance,  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 
1949,  the  second  year  of  the  65th  biennium. 

This  report  is  divided  into  two  parts.  Part  I  is  a  narrative  description  of  certain  matters  re¬ 
lating  to  State  finance.  Chapter  I  describes  the  1949-1951  State  Budget  as  it  was  passed  by  the 
General  Assembly  in  the  form  of  appropriation  laws.  This  budget  reflects  the  financial  policies 
that  were  decided  upon  by  the  General  Assembly  at  its  regular  session  that  ended  June  30,  1949, 
and  it  is  the  framework  within  which  the  State  operates  for  two  years .  Appropriations  are  author¬ 
izations  for  expenditures,  and  they  indicate  the  State's  broad  financial  policy.  (The  relationship 
between  appropriations  and  actual  expenditures  is  explained  in  Chapter  III.) 

Chapter  II  is  a  brief  description  of  the  major  functions  of  the  Department  of  Finance.  Chaptei 
III  takes  up  the  technicalities  of  the  State's  accounting  system,  and  explains  the  relation  of  the  ap¬ 
propriations  to  actual  expenditure  totals  as  noted  above.  Chapter  IV  is  an  explanation  of  the  detailed 
tables  appearing  in  Part  II  of  this  report. 

Part  II  consists  of  a  series  of  six  tables  giving  the  details  of  financial  transactions  for  the  entire 
65th  biennium  for  each  of  the  two  fiscal  years  ended  June  30,  1948,  and  June  30,  1949.

DESCRIPTIVE  TEXT 


CHAPTER  I 

AN  ANALYSIS  OF  THE  1948- -1951  STATE  BUDGET 


This  analysis  concerns  itself  with  the  State  budget  as  passed  by  the  66th  General  Assembly  for 
the  two  years  from  July  1,  1949  to  June  30,  1951  -  the  66th  biennium.  The  budget  goes  through  two 
stages.  First,  there  are  the  budget  recommendations  submitted  by  the  Governor  to  the  General 
Assembly.  Second,  there  is  the  final  product,  represented  by  appropriation  laws  passed  by  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly.  It  is  this  second,  and  final  stage  of  the  budget  with  which  we  are  here  concerned. 

All  appropriations  passed  by  the  66th  General  Assembly  totalled  $1,392,347,198.  But  of  this 
huge  sum,  $65  millions  were  deficiency  and  emergency  appropriations  passed  for  the  purpose  of 
completing  the  old,  65th,  biennium,  and  about  $73  millions  were  reappropriated  to  pay  the  remainder 
of  the  service  recognition  (veterans’  bonus)  awards.!/  Exclusive  of  these  two  items,  appropria¬ 
tions  available  for  the  66th  biennium  amount  to  $1,254  millions.  This  is  the  total  "State  budget"  that 
we  propose  to  discuss. 

Comparing  total  appropriations  for  the  66th  biennium  with  those  for  the  65th  biennium,  they  look 
like  this:

Exclusive  of  the  veterans'  bonus,  the  appropriations  for  the  66th  biennium  are  the  highest  of 
any  biennium  to  date.  The  $1,254  millions  total  budget  exceeds  the  comparable  figure  for  the 
65th  biennium  by  some  $161  millions.  Deficiency  appropriations,  the  amount  of  which  will  not  be 
known  until  1951,  may  further  increase  66th  biennium  appropriations.  Such  deficiency  appropria¬ 
tions,  if  any,  will  be  almost  entirely  for  welfare  purposes.  Much  depends  on  the  requirements  for 
emergency  relief  (general  assistance)  in  the  winter  of  1950-51. 

Appropriations  reflect  the  State's  financial  policies;  they  are  the  framework  within  which  the 
State  operates  for  two  years.  But  in  some  respects,  appropriations  are  an  unsatisfactory  basis  for 
analysis.  An  appropriation  is  merely  an  authorization  to  spend.  When  an  appropriation  is  not  en¬ 
tirely  expended,  it  lapses.  As  noted  above,  new  appropriations  in  the  form  of  deficiencies,  may  be 
needed  in  the  last  months  of  the  biennium,  depending  on  conditions  which  cannot  be  foreseen. 

More  precise  historical  comparisons,  therefore,  can  be  made  by  a  study  of  expenditure  trends. 
But  for  anyone  interested  in  current  financial  programs  and  policy,  the  money  authorized  by  appro¬ 
priations  reveals  the  most  information. 

In  any  consideration  of  either  appropriations  or  expenditures,  it  is  essential  that  they  be  broken 
down  into  their  component  parts  to  find  out  "where  they  go".  On  the  other  hand,  too  much  detail  can 
hide  the  real  facts,  quite  as  well  as  not  enough. 


1 /  Only  a  minor  fraction  of  this  reappropriation  will  be  actually  expended,  as  the  bonus  payments 
had  almost  been  completed  by  the  end  of  the  65th  biennium. 
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The  plan  of  this  analysis  will  be  to  proceed  from  the  general  to  the  more  specific,  pointing  out 
such  exceptions  and  reservations  as  may  be  required  to  come  to  a  valid  conclusion. 

To  begin  with,  it  is  perfectly  valid  to  note  that  the  General  Assembly  has  authorized  the  State 
to  spend  $1,254  millions  during  the  66th  biennium,  and  that  it  authorized  the  State  to  spend  almost 
$1,093  millions  during  the  65th  biennium,  exclusive  of  veterans'  bonus  payments.  But  it  is  not  valid 
to  say  that  the  entire  increase,  of  $161  millions,  represents  additional  spending  plans.  It  mayor 
may  not,  and  in  the  present  instance  it  does  not. 

Of  the  apparent  net  increase  in  appropriations  for  the  66th  biennium,  approximately  $39.9  mil¬ 
lions  represent  "reappropriations"  for  projects  originally  planned  for  completion  in  the  65th  bien¬ 
nium.  Practically  all  of  these  reappropriations  are  for  construction  projects  of  one  kind  or  another, 
most  of  which  were  well  on  their  way  before  July  1,  1949.  In  previous  bienniums  it  had  been  the 
practice  to  issue  warrants  for  uncompleted  construction  before  the  end  of  the  biennium,  and  hold 
them  until  completion  of  the  projects,  whenever  that  was.  This  avoided  any  substantial  amount  of 
reappropriation,  but  often  caused  subsequent  difficulties  when  projects  were  not  completed  accord¬ 
ing  to  specifications  or  were  long  delayed. 

Therefore,  it  should  be  kept  in  mind  that  66th  biennium  appropriations  include  almost  $40  mil¬ 
lions  in  reappropriations  compared  to  only  $5.3  millions  reappropriated  in  the  65th  biennium.  Of  the 
$1,254  millions  total  for  the  66th  biennium,  about  $1,214  millions  actually  represents  "new  money”. 
The  effect  is  much  more  important  when  we  consider  only  the  increase  in  appropriations  for  the  66th 
biennium  over  the  65th.  Reappropriations  account  for  practically  a  quarter  of  the  $161  millions  by 
which  the  66th  biennium  exceeds  the  65th. 

Federal  funds  expended  by  the  State  also  swell  appropriation  totals.  In  a  review  of  the  services 
rendered  by  the  State,  the  part  of  those  services  paid  for  by  Federal  money  can  scarcely  be  left  out. 
Yet,  Federal  funds  are  not  supplied  by  State  taxes,  and  most  discussions  of  State  fiscal  policy  ul¬ 
timately  revert  to  the  cost  in  State  taxes .  It  should  not  be  concluded  that  Federal  aid  does  not  have 
an  influence  on  State -financed  expenditures,  but  even  to  determine  this  influence  it  is  necessary  to 
know  what  the  Federal  share  of  any  program  amounts  to. 

Of  total  66th  biennium  appropriations,  $215.6  millions  represent  appropriations  of  Federal 
Funds,  an  increase  of  $48.6  millions  over  the  65th  biennium.  Most  of  the  increase  occurred  in  high¬ 
way  and  public  health  programs,  although  almost  every  kind  of  Federal  aid  showed  a  rise. 

Even  with  these  qualifications,  the  State  still  has  a  "billion  dollar  budget",  covering  expenditures 
planned  for  the  66th  biennium  that  are  State -financed  and  that  do  not  represent  projects  carried  over 
from  the  previous  biennium. 

A  summary  of  the  budget,  separating  reappropriations,  appropriations  of  Federal  funds  and  new 
appropriations  of  State  funds,  is  as  follows:

Broken  down  in  this  manner,  the  net  increase  in  State- financed  new  appropriations  is  only  about 
eight  per  cent  greater  than  appropriations  of  State  funds  for  the  65th  biennium.  But  out  of  this  eight 
percent  has  come  substantial  additions  to  appropriations  for  public  schools,  welfare  aid  programs, 
public  health  programs,  State-supported  universities  and  colleges,  and  employees'  salaries.  The 
gross  increases  for  these  purposes  amount  to  far  more  than  the  total  net  increase.  The  difference, 
of  course,  was  made  by  cutting  out  some  appropriation  items  of  the  65th  biennium,  and  reducing 
others.  In  the  tables  that  follow,  we  will  see  just  where  the  changes  occurred. 


Distributive  Payments 

The  State  government  occupies  a  dual  role.  It  has  come  in  recent  years  to  be  more  and  more  a 
distributing  agency  that  allocates  money  back  to  local  governments  and  to  individuals.  The  State  is 
also  a  vast  operating  organization.  However,  its  distributive  role  has  come  to  be  of  more  financial 
importance  than  its  operating  responsibilities,  and  this  fact  is  reflected  in  the  current  budget.  Total 
aid  and  grant  programs  for  the  66th  biennium  are  budgeted  at  almost  $550  millions,  compared  to 
operating  appropriations  of  some  $401  millions.  Aids  and  grants  account  for  about  44  per  cent  of 
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the  total  $1,254  millions  budgeted.  Increases  in  aids  and  grants  for  the  66th  biennium  were  notable 
in  the  fields  of  Welfare,  Education,  and  Public  Health.  These  were  offset  partially  by  wiping  out 
$35  millions  of  State  aid  for  township  roads  and  slum  clearance.  Nevertheless,  the  net  increase  in 
distributive  appropriations  for  the  66th  biennium  is  almost  $70  millions.  Of  this,  $38.1  millions 
represent  net  increases  of  State  funds,  $7.9  millions  are  due  to  reappropriations  and  $22.4  millions 
come  from  Federal  funds. 

Following  is  a  summary  of  State  aids  and  grants  for  the  66th  biennium,  showing  charges  from 
the  65th,  and  whether  they  were  in  Federal  funds,  reappropriations  or  State  "new  money":

Fixed  Obligations 

In  separate  categories,  but  with  some  of  the  characteristics  of  the  aid  and  grant  appropriations, 
are  appropriations  for  bond  retirement  and  interest,  and  tax  refunds.  These  may  be  styled  "fixed 
obligations",  because  there  is  no  element  of  discretion  in  determining  their  amount  once  the  obliga¬ 
tion  is  incurred.  In  common  with  aids  and  grants,  such  appropriations  represent  money  "distributed" 
by  the  State,  although  not  for  the  same  reasons.  Whereas  most  aids  and  grants  are  "untouchable" 
in  the  sense  that  they  are  commitments  by  the  State  for  purposes  approved  by  the  General  Assembly, 
appropriations  for  debt  service  and  tax  refunds  are  legally  untouchable. 

A  fact  which  relates  current  State  appropriations  for  debt  service,  to  aids  and  grants  in  the  usual 
sense,  is  that  most  of  the  debt  service  appropriations  are  for  Service  Recognition  (bonus)  bonds, 
which  financed  the  State's  aid  to  veterans  program.!/ 

Following  is  a  summary  of  appropriations  for  fixed  obligations  during  the  66th  biennium,  with 
changes  compared  to  the  65th  biennium:

Adding  fixed  obligations 

to  total  aids  and  grants,  the 

resulting  sum  is  $645.4  millions,  or  51.5 

per  cent  of  the  whole  budget  of  $1,254  millions.  Aids  and  grants  and  fixed  obligations  together  in¬ 
creased  by  $95.5  millions  for  the  66th  biennium,  of  which  by  far  the  largest  share,  or  about  $65 
millions  came  from  State  funds  other  than  reappropriations. 


Operating  Expenditures 

"Operating  expenditures"  constitute  the  next  grand  division  into  which  the  State  budget  is  divided. 
They  cover  all  costs  of  running  the  State  government  itself,  as  distinguished  from  money  the  State 
gives  to  others,  or  that  it  pays  on  account  of  fixed  obligations.  About  $401  millions  were  appropriated 
to  pay  for  all  State  operations  in  the  66th  biennium,  or  32  per  cent  of  the  $1,254  millions  of  total  ap¬ 
propriations. 

Because  of  the  very  number  of  different  operating  functions,  this  catagory  is  the  most  difficult 
to  summarize.  There  are  30  State  institutions  of  various  kinds.  The  University  of  Illinois  is  an 
operating  function,  as  are  the  five  Teachers'  Colleges  and  Universities.  The  maintenance  and  polic¬ 
ing  of  10,000  miles  of  State  highways  are  operating  costs  paid  for  by  motorists'  taxes.  The  legis¬ 
lative  and  judicial  branches  of  government  are  part  of  the  State's  operating  costs.  There  are  six 
elected  constitutional  officers,  13  code  departments,  and  the  State  Military  and  Naval  Department, 
each  assigned  to  perform  definite  functions  provided  by  law.  There  are  23  executive  boards  and 
commissions,  not  including  six  permanent  commissions  serving  the  General  Assembly,  and  13  "in¬ 
terim”  commissions  of  the  General  Assembly.  (They  are  included  as  part  of  the  operations  of  the 
General  Assembly.)  There  are  also  miscellaneous  appropriations,  that  are  not  allocable  directly  to 
any  one  State  agency. 

The  average  citizen  probably  believes  that  the  greatest  possibilities  for  "cutting  costs"  (the 
popular  notion  of  economy),  lie  in  the  State's  operating  functions.  This  belief  is  in  part  due  to  the 
erroneous  idea  that  most  of  the  State's  money  is  spent  for  these  functions.  Actually,  they  are  only 
about  one-third  of  the  budget.  Another  reason  is  because  the  large  number  of  different  operating 
agencies  makes  it  difficult  to  understand  them  all.  Another  is  because  the  services  performed  by 
any  one  operating  agency  are  familiar  to  only  a  relatively  few  people.  It  is  easy  for  the  rest  of  the 
public  to  think  that  these  activities  could  easily  be  dispensed  with. 

All  the  facts  about  the  State's  operating  costs  cannot  be  reflected  in  any  quickly  digested  table. 
All  that  can  be  accomplished  is  to  show  the  various  operating  functions  as  they  relate  to  the  entire 
budget.  The  following  table  summarizes  the  State's  operating  budget.

There  are  three  facts  immediately  apparent  from  the  above  table.  First,  over  half  the  State's 
operating  appropriations  are  for  institutions,  for  higher  education,  and  for  the  General  Assembly  and 
courts,  ($202.6  millions  out  of  $401  millions).  Second,  the  lion's  share  of  all  increases  in  operating 
appropriations  went  for  higher  education,  (all  from  State  funds),  in  about  equal  divisions  between  the 
University  of  Illinois  and  the  Teachers'  Colleges  and  Universities.  Third,  except  for  Highway  Main¬ 
tenance,  other  operating  increases  from  State  funds  were  minor.  "Code  departments,  boards  and 
commissions"  even  showed  a  slight  over-all  decrease. 

Because  a  summary  table  reveals  no  facts  about  individual  State  departments,  or  appropriation 
items,  the  following  three  tables  detail  each  officer,  department,  etc.,  separately.

The  above  miscellaneous  appropriations  are  not  allocable  to  any  particular  department.  Some 
of  them  are  for  purposes  common  to  all  State  executive  agencies,  such  as  the  revolving  funds,  opera¬ 
tion  and  repair  of  State  buildings,  and  employees'  retirement.  Others  are  included  in  the  miscel¬ 
laneous  category  because  it  would  be  misleading  to  show  them  as  part  of  a  department's  regular 
operating  costs.  These  include  reserve  appropriations  that  may  or  may  not  be  used,  depending  on 
events,  and  a  few  minor  appropriations  that  cannot  be  allocated  anywhere  else,  such  as  for  painting 
ex-officials'  portraits,  mileage  of  presidential  electors,  various  minor  awards,  rewards,  etc. 

The  operating  appropriations  detailed  in  the  above  three  tables  total  $155.1  millions,  or  about 
one-eighth  (12.4  per  cent)  of  the  budget.  These  appropriations  are  for  things  sometimes  described 
as  the  "ordinary  operations"  of  the  State  government- -regulation  of  banks,  insurance  companies, 
corporation  securities,  conditions  of  work,  mine  safety,  public  utilities,  licensed  occupations,  etc.; 
inspection  of  agricultural  products,  weights  and  measures,  gasoline,  etc.  to  enforce  prescribed  stan¬ 
dards  of  quality.  Included  also  are  the  expenses  of  allocating  and  supervising  funds  granted  for 
roads,  schools,  welfare,  and  other  public  purposes  supported  by  the  State.  Also  there  are  so-called 
"overhead  costs",  such  as  are  involved  in  the  custody  and  payment  of  State  funds,  budgeting,  account¬ 
ing  and  procurement  of  supplies,  architectural  and  engineering  services,  collection  of  taxes,  per¬ 
sonnel  administration,  office  building  operation,  etc.  The  list  is  far  from  complete.  The  fact  that 
all  of  these  operations  account  for  only  a  minor  share  of  the  State  budget  does  not  minimize  their  role 


*  $50,000  or  less. 
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in  swelling  governmental  costs,  but  it  does  point  to  the  conclusion  that  no  substantial  change  in  the 
cost  of  State  government  can  be  effected  merely  by  concentrating  on  this  one  segment  of  the  budget. 

Although  most  of  the  ordinary  operating  agencies  show  slight  increases  in  appropriations  as 
compared  to  last  biennium,  the  over-all  change  is  small,  especially  in  appropriations  of  State  funds. 
The  rise  of  $2.1  millions  for  the  code  departments  was  offset  by  a  reduction  of  $2.4  millions  in  the 
Service  Recognition  Board,  a  temporary  agency.  Eliminating  field  offices  of  the  Veterans'  Com¬ 
mission  saved  $1  million,  which  with  other  slight  reductions  offset  numerous  slight  increases. 

It  is  notable  that  appropriations  from  State  funds  of  most  code  departments,  boards  and  com¬ 
missions  did  not  rise  substantially,  in  spite  of  the  10  per  cent  salary  increase  granted  to  all  salar¬ 
ied  employees  for  the  current  biennium.  Since  the  great  bulk  of  these  appropriations  are  for  per¬ 
sonal  services  (70  to  80  per  cent),  it  is  apparent  that  most  State  departments,  boards  and  commis¬ 
sions,  were  able  to  absorb  the  pay  raise.  Otherwise,  their  appropriations  would  have  risen  much 
more,  possibly  by  $7  or  $8  millions. 

The  apparent  $2.2  millions  decrease  in  miscellaneous  appropriations  in  the  66th  biennium  is 
all  accounted  for  by  elimination  of  the  $2.2  millions  appropriation  of  the  65th  biennium  for  admin¬ 
istration  of  city  sales  taxes,  no  part  of  which  was  expended.  Without  this,  the  total  of  miscellaneous 
appropriations  is  practically  the  same  as  for  the  65th  biennium. 


Construction  Appropriations 

Construction  appropriations  are  divided  here  into  two  broad  classes:  Capital  Improvements 
(principally  buildings)  and  Highway  Construction.  It  is  necessary  to  do  this,  not  only  because  of  the 
fundamental  difference  between  the  two,  but  because  the  former  is  paid  for  entirely  out  of  State 
funds,  and  the  latter  depends  to  a  large  extent  on  Federal  funds,  ($42.4  millions  Federal,  $59.1 
millions  State).  Also,  practically,  all  the  State's  share  of  highway  construction  is  paidforoutof 
motorists'  taxes,  while  capital  improvements  depend  almost  entirely  on  general  taxes. 

It  is  in  considering  capital  improvements  that  reappropriations  cause  the  most  confusion.  This 
is  because  of  the  tendency  to  think  of  each  biennium  by  itself.  For  example,  if  there  were  $2  mil¬ 
lions  appropriated  for  operating  the  Department  of  Finance  for  the  65th  biennium,  and  $3  millions 
for  the  66th  biennium,  it  is  proper  to  conclude  that  its  appropriations  (money  available)  increased 
bv  $1  million.  On  the  other  hand,  suppose  $2  millions  were  appropriated  for  a  building  in  the  65th 
biennium,  but  because  of  construction  delays,  only  half  was  expended,  and  $1  million  had  to  be  re- 
appropriated  in  the  66th  biennium.  If  an  additional  $2  millions  for  another  building  is  appropriated 
in  the  66th  biennium,  total  building  appropriations  are  $3  millions;  but  the  $1  million  increase  over 
the  past  biennium  does  not  represent  $1  million  more  for  buildings.  There  are  still  only  two  build¬ 
ings,  one  begun  in  the  65th  biennium,  and  one  in  the  66th.  But  66th  biennium  appropriations  have 
been  inflated  $1  million  because  the  first  building  was  not  completed  on  schedule.  Only  $2  millions 
were  appropriated  (though  perhaps  not  spent)  in  each  biennium;  there  has  been  no  real  increase  in 
money  authorized  for  building. 

As  the  following  table  indicates,  $31.8  millions  were  reappropriated  in  the  66th  biennium  for 
construction  scheduled  for  completion  in  the  65th.  This  leaves  $74.2  millions  appropriated  for  new 
projects  in  the  66th  biennium.  The  major  share  of  the  new  construction  is  for  welfare  and  penal  in¬ 
stitutions,  the  University  of  Illinois,  and  the  Teachers'  Colleges  and  Universities.  The  table  below 
summarizes  current  capital  improvement  appropriations,  as  between  new  construction  in  the  66th 
biennium  and  reappropriations  for  construction  authorized  in  the  65th  biennium.

The  table  below  takes  the  total  appropriations  for  construction,  of  both  buildings  and  highways, 
and  shows  the  changes  among  Federal  funds,  reappropriations,  and  new  construction,  compared  to 
the  65th  biennium.  Although  there  is  a  total  rise  of  $25  millions  in  capital  improvement  appro¬ 
priations,  it  is  entirely  due  to  the  presence  of  reappropriations.  New  construction  authorized  is 
down  $6.8  millions.  Highway  construction  shows  little  change  in  total,  due  to  a  large  anticipated  rise 
in  Federal  funds  available  in  the  66th  biennium.  Much  of  the  decline  in  State  funds  available  for  high¬ 
way  construction  is  due  to  increased  maintenance  costs  which,  it  will  be  recalled,  rose  $9-1/4  mil¬ 
lions.

Conclusion 


The  State  expenditure  budget  for  the  1949-1951  biennium  is  a  complicated  affair;  no  one  person 
can  know  all  the  details  that  go  into  it.  The  budget  is  complicated  because  a  government  serving 
8-1/2  million  people  cannot  be  a  simple  organization.  The  purpose  of  this  summary  has  been  merely 
to  outline  the  essential  parts  that  add  up  to  make  the  budget  what  it  is.

These  figures  show  at  a  glance  the  over -all  facts  of  the  budget.  But  they  cannot  convey  much 
without  some  knowledge  of  the  details  that  go  into  them.  Conversely,  details  standing  by  themselves 
are  of  little  meaning  if  they  are  not  integrated  into  the  total  result. 

Up  to  now,  the  State  has  been  able  to  finance  an  expanding  total  of  public  services  by  drawing  on 
war-accumulated  surpluses,  and  by  continuing  high  tax  collections  growing  out  of  the  post-war  boom. 
On  the  other  hand,  State  tax  rates,  with  minor  exceptions,  are  the  same  as  before  the  war.!/  Certain¬ 
ly,  once  the  surpluses  are  spent,  a  balance  between  income  and  outgo  will  have  to  be  struck.  This 
balance  can  be  attained  only  with  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  factors  that  go  to  make  up  the  State 
budget. 


1/  The  cigarette  and  horse  racing  taxes  were  increased  in  1947  to  help  pay  the  cost  of  Service 
Recognition  bonds.  A  tax  on  private  car  lines  was  inaugurated  in  1943,  and  a  tax  on  harness 
racing  in  1945.  The  harness  racing  tax  was  increased  from  2%  to  5%  in  1949.

CHAPTER  II 

ORGANIZATION  AND  WORK  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  FINANCE 

The  Department  of  Finance  is  organized  within  the  following  divisions:  General  Office  (includ¬ 
ing  budget,  central  accounting,  and  research  and  statistics),  the  Division  of  Purchases  and  Supplies, 
Division  of  Printing  (including  the  Bureau  of  Multigraphing)  and  Division  of  Department  Reports.  A 
description  of  the  activities  of  the  Department  of  Finance  as  they  relate  to  these  Divisions  is  given 
below. 


THE  GENERAL  OFFICE 

The  Director  of  Finance  supervises  the  work  of  all  divisions  from  his  headquarters  in  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Office.  In  addition  to  assisting  the  Director  in  his  supervisory  duties,  the  staff  of  the  General 
Office  must  provide  certain  services  which  are  not  assigned  to  other  divisions. 

Regulatory  Services — All  travel  required  by  the  code  departments  in  carrying  out  their  official 
duties  must  be  approved  by  the  Department  of  Finance.  The  Department  has  prepared  a  brief  book¬ 
let  setting  forth  the  travel  regulations  which  must  be  observed  before  a  travel  voucher  will  be  ap¬ 
proved.  The  Department  also  prescribes  the  rules  which  govern  the  disposal  of  property  belonging 
to  the  various  departments.  A  department  having  unserviceable  property  submits  a  report  of  a  sur¬ 
vey  of  such  property  to  the  Department  of  Finance,  and  is  permitted  to  dispose  of  the  property  upon 
approval  of  the  survey.  In  the  fiscal  period  which  is  covered  by  this  report  the  Department  of  Fi¬ 
nance  kept  property  disposal  records,  but  since  July  1,  1949,  reports  on  property  disposal  are  kept 
by  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts. 

Rental,  Purchase  and  Management  of  Property- -The  Department  of  Finance  is  the  agency  des¬ 
ignated  by  law  to  lease  office  and  storage  space  for  the  use  of  the  various  departments.  With  the 
exception  of  lands  authorized  to  be  acquired  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works  and  Buildings  and  the 
Director  of  Conservation,  the  Director  of  Finance  is  authorized,  with  the  consent  of  the  Governor, 
to  acquire  by  private  purchase,  or  by  condemnation  under  the  Eminent  Domain  Act,  all  lands,  build¬ 
ings  and  grounds  for  which  an  appropriation  may  be  made  to  the  various  departments  by  the  General 
Assembly.  When  advantageous  to  the  State  and  upon  approval  by  the  Governor,  the  Department  of 
Finance  may  transfer  jurisdiction  of  any  realty  under  its  control  to  any  other  department  of  the  State 
government.  The  Department  may  also  acquire  or  accept  Federal  lands.  In  addition  to  the  State  of 
Illinois  Building,  purchased  under  an  Act  of  the  64th  General  Assembly,  and  which  now  houses  most 
of  the  State  offices  in  the  City  of  Chicago,  the  Department  of  Finance  maintains  and  operates  the 
State-owned  office  building  at  201  West  Monroe  Street,  in  Springfield. 

Postage  and  Teletype  Service--In  the  fiscal  years  covered  by  this  report,  the  Department  of 
Finance  purchased  postage  for  the  several  departments  in  accordance  with  amounts  appropriated 
to  the  Department  of  Finance  for  the  use  of  the  other  departments.  Since  July  1,  1949,  postage  ap¬ 
propriations  have  been  "direct"  to  the  departments  concerned,  but  the  Department  of  Finance  has 
continued  to  order  stamps  and  perforate  them  for  such  other  departments.  The  Department  of  Fi¬ 
nance  maintains  teletype  communication  between  its  offices  in  Springfield  and  Chicago.  Information 
received  on  teletype  is  promptly  transmitted  by  messenger  or  telephone  to  the  department  or  agency 
to  which  it  pertains. 

Post-war  Planning  Duties — In  the  fiscal  year  covered  by  this  report  the  only  connection  of  the 
Department  of  Finance  with  post-war  planning  of  local  public  works  was  by  reason  of  the  Director's 
collateral  duties  as  a  member  of  the  Post-war  Planning  Commission.  The  66th  General  Assembly 
transferred  the  duties  of  that  Commission  to  the  Department  of  Finance,  and  this  now  entails  the 
maintenance  of  records  in  connection  with  the  disbursement  of  funds  for  approved  local  planning. 

Collateral  Duties  of  the  Director --The  staff  of  the  General  Office  perform  some  work  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  activities  of  the  Director  of  Finance  when  the  law  requires  him  to  serve  on  the  fol¬ 
lowing  public  bodies:  Public  Aid  Commission;  Inter-governmental  Cooperation  Commission;  State 
Employees'  Retirement  System  Board;  Petroleum  Lease  Commission;  the  Advisory  Committee  of 
the  Veterans  Commission;  and  (sincel949)  the  State  Employees'  Housing  Commission.  The  Direc¬ 
tor  is  also  ex  officio  a  member  of  two  commissions  which  are  inactive:  the  Fairgrounds  Lease  Ad¬ 
justment  Commission  and  the  Interstate  Flood  Relief  and  Prevention  Commission. 
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Central  Accounting 

Requisition  and  Voucher  Control --In  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  requisition  and  voucher 
control  personnel  were  separated  from  the  central  accounting  staff.  They  were  combined  subsequent 
to  Julv  1,  1949.  The  Department  of  Finance  has  the  power  to  approve  or  disapprove  any  requisition 
or  voucher  calling  for  expenditure  by  any  agency  under  the  Governor's  jurisdiction.  (Vouchers  of 
elective  constitutional  officers  and  those  of  the  University  of  Illinois  are  exempt.) 

Before  supplies  are  purchased  by  any  code  department,  a  requisition  must  be  approved  by  the 
Department  of  Finance.  If  the  request  is  in  proper  form  and  the  purchase  will  not  cause  the  depart¬ 
ment  to  exceed  its  currently  available  appropriation  allotment,  the  requisition  is  approved.  On  the 
other  hand,  requisitions  for  unusual  or  seldom  used  supplies,  as  well  as  items  involving  unusually 
large  amounts  of  money,  are  not  approved  until  the  needs  of  the  department  have  been  examined.  In 
such  cases,  every  effort  is  made  to  assist  the  particular  department  to  meet  emergency  needs  and 
to  maintain  ordinary  daily  operations  without  exceeding  the  appropriations  available. 

If  a  requisition  has  been  approved,  purchase  made,  and  the  supplies  received,  the  payment  to 
the  vendor  is  authorized  by  a  voucher.  Under  the  law,  all  vouchers  against  appropriations  to  code 
departments  and  agencies,  must  be  approved  by  the  Department  of  Finance  before  the  Auditor  of 
Public  Accounts  can  issue  a  warrant  completing  the  payment. 

Vouchers  are  verified  as  to  extensions  and  additions,  checked  as  to  proper  authorization  and  cer¬ 
tification  by  responsible  officers,  examined  to  ascertain  that  they  are  made  payable  from  the  proper 
funds  and  that  payment  is  for  a  proper  charge  against  the  State.  In  addition,  numerous  other  tests  are 
applied.  Bills  for  goods  or  services  which  otherwise  would  be  subject  to  Federal  taxation  are  examined 
to  make  sure  that  the  State  has  been  given  proper  exemption  according  to  Federal  statutes. 

Central  Accounting — Accounting  furnishes  the  tools  of  financial  management.  The  central  ac¬ 
counting  function  reconciles  the  department  accounts  with  the  cash  accounts  carried  by  the  State 
Treasurer  and  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  and  turns  them  into  the  detailed  budgetary  accounts  that 
are  essential  for  sound  financial  planning.  This  information  is  used  not  only  directly  in  preparing 
the  State  budget,  but  also  to  carry  out  a  program  of  continued  financial  research. 


Budget 

The  basic  plan  for  the  State's  financial  management  is  the  budget.  The  budget  goes  through  two 
stages  -  first,  the  recommendations  submitted  by  the  Governor  to  the  General  Assembly,  and  second, 
the  appropriation  laws  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly.  The  budget  staff  of  the  Department  of  Fi¬ 
nance  do  most  of  the  "spadework"  for  the  budget  recommendations.  Spending  requests  Ayhich  are  re¬ 
ceived  from  all  State  departments  and  agencies  are  approved  or  revised  to  conform  with  the  Govern¬ 
or's  financial  policy.  This  policy  is  determined  after  consultation  with  the  Budgetary  Commission 
of  the  General  Assembly,  the  Director  of  Finance  and  the  heads  of  departments  and  agencies  request¬ 
ing  funds. 

The  budget  examiners  work  closely  with  the  Research  and  Statistics  and  Central  Accounting 
personnel  in  collating  the  information  which  is  used  in  the  preparation  of  the  budget  recommenda¬ 
tions.  After  preparing  the  format  as  well  as  the  content,  the  budget  staff  supervise  the  mechanical 
process  by  which  the  mass  of  information  it  has  collected  is  made  available  to  the  General  Assem¬ 
bly  for  its  important  action. 

There  are,  of  course,  a  great  many  appropriation  bills  introduced  by  members  of  the  General 
Assembly  that  are  not  within  the  budget  recommendations  submitted  by  the  Governor  to  the  General 
Assembly.  The  Illinois  Legislative  Council,  in  a  study  of  appropriation  requests  and  enactments  of 
the  1949  General  Assembly,  reported  that  total  appropriations  would  have  been  some  $370,000,000 
more  than  they  were,  had  all  appropriation  proposals  been  passed.  The  same  report  concluded, 
that  of  the  appropriations  passed,  "less  than  $3,000,000  represents  the  true  total  of  appropriations 
for  non-budgeted  purposes,  and  much  of  this  had  administration  support”.!/ 

Most  non-budgetary  requests  for  State  funds  are  for  meritorious  purposes,  and  are  introduced 
by  members  of  the  General  Assembly  to  meet  real  needs  as  their  sponsors  see  them.  But,  no  mat¬ 
ter  how  good  the  cause,  the  State  cannot  obligate  itself  to  spend  money  beyond  its  resources.  Since 
the  budget  recommendations  are  the  result  of  a  careful  survey  of  the  State's  needs,  balanced  against 
its  resources,  the  General  Assembly  has,  in  actual  practice,  generally  followed  these  recommenda¬ 
tions  in  considering  appropriation  bills.

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Research  and  Statistics 


The  research  and  statistics  staff  is  primarily  responsible  for  preparing  financial  reports.  Such 
reports  range  from  formal,  published  reports,  such  as  this  Annual  Report,  to  informal  reports  on 
particular  phases  of  the  State's  financial  affairs  that  are  prepared  on  request.  To  do  this  it  is  neces¬ 
sary  to  have  detailed  and  up-to-date  information  at  all  times  that  can  be  used  to  answer  the  many 
questions  which  arise  relative  to  the  past,  present,  and  future  financial  condition  of  the  State.  Figures 
on  which  reports  are  based  are  obtained  from  the  central  accounting  office  of  the  Department  of  Fi¬ 
nance,  from  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  and  State  Treasurer,  and  from  the  various  State  depart¬ 
ments  and  officers. 

Probably  the  most  important  responsibility  of  research  and  statistics  is  to  forecast  future  State 
revenue.  This  is  a  vital  step  in  the  budget  making  process,  because  the  total  amount  the  State  can 
plan  to  spend  in  any  biennium  is  necessarily  limited  by  the  amount  of  money  it  can  reasonably  ex¬ 
pect  to  receive  during  that  time,  (plus,  of  course,  any  surplus  on  hand). 

The  State's  income  from  tixes  has,  in  the  past,  been  low  in  times  of  business  depression,  and 
high  in  times  of  economic  prosperity.  The  first  step  in  determining  the  limit  of  the  State's  resources, 
therefore,  consists  of  determining  approximately  how  much  can  be  collected  at  various  levels  of 
prosperity  or  depress  ion  that  may  occur  in  the  future.  This  is  a  matter  of  applying  the  proper  statis¬ 
tical  techniques  to  past  experience. 

The  second  step,  that  of  forecasting  what  kind  of  business  conditions  actually  will  prevail  more 
than  two  years  in  the  future,  can  be  accomplished  only  within  rather  wide  limits.  But  it  is  important 
for  the  Governor  and  the  General  Assembly  to  know  what  the  possibilities  are,  and  base  their  judg¬ 
ment  accordingly. 


DIVISION  OF  PURCHASES  AND  SUPPLIES 

The  Department  of  Finance,  through  its  Division  of  Purchases  and  Supplies,  is  the  State’s  cen¬ 
tral  purchasing  agent.  The  Division  of  Purchases  and  Supplies  is  responsible  for  the  procurement 
of  all  commodities  and  equipment  used  by  Departments,  Boards  and  Commissions,  State  Institutions, 
Teachers'  Colleges  and  other  agencies  under  the  Governor's  jurisdiction. 

The  Division  of  Purchases  and  Supplies  has  been  completely  reorganized  under  the  present  ad¬ 
ministration.  The  aim  has  been  to  establish  an  efficient  procurement  organization  employing  modern 
business  buying  techniques,  which  will  result  in  a  definite  saving  of  the  taxpayer's  dollar.  A  buying 
group  has  been  set  up,  each  buyer  specializing  in  a  limited  number  of  commodities  of  the  same  gen¬ 
eral  type.  This  specialization  allows  each  buyer  to  obtain  a  greater  knowledge  and  keep  up-to-date 
on  current  market  conditions  of  the  sort  of  material,  equipment  or  commodities  for  which  he  is  res¬ 
ponsible. 

A  strenuous  effort  has  been  made  to  bring  specifications  up-to-date  and  in  many  instances  the 
application  of  Federal  specifications  has  been  used.  All  purchases  of  meats,  fish,  frozen  foods  and 
canned  foods  are  graded  by  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  Marketing  Division,  at  which  time 
grading  certificates  are  furnished  the  suppliers.  In  some  cases  the  meat  products,  and  cases  con¬ 
taining  canned  foods,  are  stamped  with  a  special  stamp,  reading  "ACCEPTED  FOR  THE  STATE  OF 
ILLINOIS,  U.  S.  D.  A.". 

Under  the  new  organization,  a  Commodities  Inspection  Service  has  also  been  set  up.  This  enables 
the  Division  of  Purchases  and  Supplies  to  make  frequent  inspection  of  commodities  delivered  to  the 
various  institutions,  to  make  certain  that  the  State  is  receiving  the  quality,  quantity  and  type  of  ma¬ 
terial  purchased.  A  check  is  also  made  at  the  institutions  to  see  that  no  foods  which  require  Federal 
grading  are  received  without  the  proper  grading  stamp  or  certificate. 

The  law  requires  that  contracts  shall  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder,  quality  considered.  In 
recent  years  new  methods  of  machine  operation  have  been  used  to  tabulate  bids  and  issue  purchase 
orders.  Annual  contracts  are  made  on  various  commodities  such  as  coal,  electric  light  bulbs,  yeast, 
etc. 


The  Division  maintains  a  storeroom  where  samples  submitted  by  bidders  may  be  examined.  Fol¬ 
lowing  this  examination  a  further  check  on  the  quality  of  products  is  frequently  secured  through  thf 
courtesy  of  the  Division  of  Highways  in  making  testing  laboratory  services  available.  In  addition 
the  services  of  private  testing  laboratories  are  utilized  in  so  far  as  necessary  in  checking  the  qual 
ity  of  commodities  for  which  the  State  has  no  testing  equipment. 
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DIVISION  OF  PRINTING 

The  purchasing  of  printing,  paper  stock,  typewriter  and  stationery  supplies  for  all  State  agencies, 
including  State  elective  officers,  Code  Departments,  Commissions,  Teachers'  Colleges,  hospitals 
and  other  institutions  is  centralized  and  administered  through  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Printing.  Contracts  are  awarded  in  accordance  with  statutory  provisions,  all  interested  bidders 
being  given  an  opportunity  to  submit  proposals. 

All  supplies  are  requisitioned  by  the  using  agency,  requisitions  being  estimated  by  the  Division 
of  Printing  and  approved  through  the  proper  channels  before  orders  are  issued.  Paper  stock  is  pur¬ 
chased  in  carload  lots  and  stored  in  the  warehouse  in  Springfield,  thereby  facilitating  deliveries  at 
a  great  saving  to  the  State.  A  stock  inventory  is  maintained,  showing  the  quantities  and  grades  of 
stock  available  at  all  times.  Stationery  supplies  are  also  bought  in  large  quantities  and  distributed 
through  a  centralized  storeroom  in  the  State  Capitol.  By  maintaining  these  services,  orders  can  be 
filled  more  economically  and  the  State's  requirements  are  satisfied  more  readily.  The  Paper, 
Printing  and  Office  Supplies  Revolving  Fund  provides  for  purchases  of  paper  stock  and  stationery 
supplies  in  our  storerooms  to  be  vouchered  against  the  appropriation  of  such  fund. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1949,  a  total  of  21,721  printing  orders  were  issued.  Dis¬ 
counts  deducted  from  invoices  for  this  period,  covering  orders  payable  from  the  indirect  printing 
appropriation,  amounted  to  $5,538. 

Bureau  of  Multigraphing- -The  Bureau  of  Multigraphing  is  a  service  department  in  the  handling 
of  mimeograph,  multigraph,  photostat,  addressograph  and  assembling  work  for  all  branches  of  State 
government  wishing  to  take  advantage  of  this  type  of  work.  The  cost  of  the  materials  used  in  com¬ 
pleting  the  various  operations  is  the  only  charge  made  to  the  Departments  requisitioning  for  this 
service.  A  considerable  savings  to  the  State  is  effected  by  maintaining  the  Bureau  of  Multigraphing. 
The  volume  of  work  performed  during  the  past  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1949,  is  indicated  below:

DIVISION  OF  DEPARTMENT  REPORTS 

An  informed  and  enlightened  citizenry  regarding  the  operation  and  functions  of  their  State  gov¬ 
ernment  is  an  integral  and  necessary  part  of  a  democracy. 

The  responsibility  for  keeping  the  citizens  informed  is  with  the  government. 

In  Illinois  a  special  agency  has  been  established  to  serve  as  a  clearing  house  for  information 
from  all  departments  and  branches  of  government  under  the  direct  authority  of  the  Governor.  It  is 
known  as  the  Division  of  Department  Reports. 

Of  the  many  and  varied  operations  of  the  Division,  one  of  the  largest  is  the  maintenance  of  a  news 
service.  Items  of  interest  about  State  government  are  distributed  through  this  service  to  the  State's 
790  newspapers,  press  associations  and  radio  stations.  Annually  more  than  2,000  releases  are  pre¬ 
pared  and  distributed  through  this  medium. 

Another  function  is  the  collection,  compilation  and  dissemination  of  information  and  literature 
concerning  the  industrial,  agricultural  and  recreational  facilities  and  advantages,  the  historic  and 
scenic  places  of  interest  and  the  transportation  and  highway  facilities  of  the  State. 

The  Division  operates  a  clipping  bureau  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  a  constant  check  on  local 
happenings  that  may  be  of  interest  to  various  State  departments.  The  Division's  clipping  service 
reads  approximately  60,000  newspapers  a  year. 
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Other  important  duties  of  the  Division  includes  the  cooperation  with  other  public  and  private 
organizations  in  publicizing  the  State's  facilities  and  attractions;  distribution  of  literature  on  the 
State's  functions;  and  preparation  and  distribution  of  visual  education  media. 

Visual  education  has  become  an  important  means  in  recent  years  of  keeping  citizens  informed 
about  the  complex  services  of  the  State.  Motion  pictures  are  distributed  for  showing  in  schools, 
churches,  civic,  agricultural  and  business  groups.  The  Division  recently  released  three  new  films 
in  color  and  sound  for  use  by  public  groups.  They  are  entitled:  "Illinois  Playgrounds",  "The  Illinois 
State  Fair",  and  "Lincoln  in  Illinois".  A  list  of  films  may  be  obtained  from  the  Division. 

During  1949  more  than  a  half  million  persons  viewed  a  graphic  portrayal  of  the  State's  activities 
and  services  in  the  form  of  mobile  exhibits.  Three  mobile  units  visited  33  county  fairs.  Each  unit 
is  self-contained  and  carried  to  the  people  the  story  of  the  13  code  departments  and  several  commis¬ 
sions.  A  series  of  large  exhibits  is  presented  each  year  at  the  Illinois  State  Fair  in  Springfield. 

Each  year  the  Division  of  Department  Reports  answers  inquiries  from  every  state  in  the  nation 
and  many  foreign  countries.  Thousands  of  pieces  of  literature  and  reports  are  distributed  in  this 
manner  annually. 


CHAPTER  m 


RECONCILIATION  OF  DEPARTMENT  OF  FINANCE  EXPENDITURE  TOTALS 
WITH  THE  AUDITOR  OF  PUBLIC  ACCOUNTS 

Each  year  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Department  of  Finance  is  reconciled  with  that  particular 
year  as  reported  later  in  the  Biennial  Report  of  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts.  One  basic  differ¬ 
ence  must  be  taken  into  consideration  in  order  to  better  understand  this  reconciliation.  The  Auditor 
reports  on  a  "cash"  basis.  Finance  reports  on  a  "budgetary"  basis.  This  is  because  the  Department 
of  Finance  must  gear  its  reports  to  correspond  with  the  appropriation  laws  passed  by  the  General 
Assembly.  This  means  it  must  report  spending  out  of  each  set  of  appropriations  for  a  particular 
biennium,  because  the  budget  is  prepared  in  terms  of  a  particular  biennium,  and  it  gives  rise  to  ap¬ 
propriations  for  a  particular  biennium.  Each  "biennium"  actually  consists  of  a  "time  period"  of  27 
months  during  which  appropriations  of  that  biennium  are  expended.  During  this  time  period,  appro¬ 
priations  from  three  General  Assemblies  are  expended  on  a  cash  basis,  and  the  Auditor's  reports 
of  expenditures  reflect  all  expenditures  in  a  given  12  months,  or  24  months,  but  not  for  27  months, 
which  is  the  time  period  covered  by  a  biennium.  In  other  words,  the  Auditor  reports  expenditures 
regardless  of  the  particular  biennium's  appropriations  giving  rise  to  them.  The  Department  of  Fi¬ 
nance,  because  it  must  allocate  appropriations  to  the  proper  biennium,  is  forced  to  segregate  ex¬ 
penditures  against  a  single  biennium's  appropriations.  The  Auditor  does  make  one  allocation  between 
separate  bienniums,  however,  and  that  is  to  show  the  amount  of  appropriations  lapsing  (remaining 
unexpended)  at  the  end  of  the  biennium.  It  is,  therefore,  possible  to  arrive  at  direct  agreement  in 
only  one  column  of  both  reports  -  lapsed  appropriations.  The  purpose  here  is  to  show  that  the  same 
expenditure  figures  are  in  use  in  all  the  remaining  columns,  even  though  handled  differently  by  the 
two  reporting  agencies  concerned. 

The  key  to  the  entire  picture  is  the  so-called  "lapse  period".  Under  the  Constitution  and  stat¬ 
utes,  in  every  odd-numbered  year  there  is  a  three  month  period  (for  example,  from  July  1  to  Sep¬ 
tember  30,  1949)  in  which  spending  agencies  are  allowed  to  pay  bills  outstanding  on  the  preceding 
June  30,  against  appropriations  of  the  "old"  biennium X!  This  three  month  period,  of  course,  is  in 
the  fiscal  year  which  begins  the  "new"  biennium  and  during  this  three  month  period,  expenditures 
are  made  against  appropriations  of  both  the  old  and  new  bienniums.  The  Department  of  Finance, 
which  interests  itself  in  the  expenditures  for  each  separate  biennium  is  then  faced  with  the  problem 
of  segregating  these  expenditures  and  allocating  them  to  the  proper  bienniums.  But  the  Auditor's 
report  shows  all  expenditures  (warrants  issued)  in  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  warrant  was  issued 
without  regard  to  the  biennium.  It  is  evident  that  during  this  three  month  period,  appropriations  for 
two  bienniums  are  concurrently  in  effect. 

Further  complications  arise  from  the  fact  that  the  appropriations  of  the  "new"  General  Assem¬ 
bly  are  split  between  bienniums  .2/  Each  General  Assembly  may  (and  always  has  in  recent  history) 
appropriate  funds  to  complete  the  old  biennium,  and  it  also  appropriates  funds  for  the  regular  oper¬ 
ation  of  the  next,  new,  biennium.  These  appropriations  for  the  old  biennium  require  special  handling 
on  the  part  of  Finance.  The  "deficiency"  appropriations,  passed  by  the  "new"  General  Assembly, 
(but  for  the  old  biennium)  have  expiration  clauses  which  limit  expenditures  from  them  only  until  the 
following  September  30,  in  order  to  close  the  old  biennium.  Therefore,  these  amounts  must  be  lapsed 
on  that  date,  but  the  Auditor's  Report  includes  these  under  the  lapsed  appropriations  of  the  General 
Assembly  that  met  two  years  previously.  (Actually  they  are  lapses  of  appropriations  of  the  new  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly  made  for  the  old  biennium.) 

It  becomes  essential  then,  to  split  the  lapse  period  as  between  the  old  and  new  bienniums  as  to 
expenditure  from  appropriations  by  two  General  Assemblies;  and  only  by  such  a  segregation  can  proper 
allocation  be  made. 


1/  But  not  obligations  newly  incurred.  For  example,  a  department  that  contracted  to  buy  a  type¬ 
writer  on  June  30,  1949  could  pay  for  it  out  of  its  old  appropriation  (65th  biennium)  until  September 
30, 1949  when  the  appropriation  lapses.  But  a  typewriter  purchased  on  July  1,  1949  must  be  paid 
for  out  of  its  new  (66th  biennium)  appropriation.  So  far  as  the  new  appropriation  is  concerned, 
the  actual  cash  can  be  paid  out  (warrant  issued)  any  time  up  to  September  30,  1951  (end  of  66th 
biennium) . 

2j  A  regular  session  of  the  General  Assembly  meets  during  the  "old"  biennium,  from  January  to 
June  in  odd-numbered  years.  Appropriations  of  the  "new"  General  Assembly  may,  therefore,  be 
expended  during  the  "old"  biennium  if  the  General  Assembly  so  decrees.  These  appropriations 
are  called  "deficiencies"  and  "emergencies".  They  must  carry  a  clause  designating  them  as 
such,  and  must  be  passed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  each  House. 
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RECONCILIATION  FOR  THE  65TH  BIENNIUM 

The  Auditor  lists  the  total  appropriations  of  the  65th  General  Assembly,  that  adjourned  on  June 
30,  1947,  as  $1,393,427,772.35.  Of  that  total,  $23,395,836.48  of  deficiency  appropriations  were  al¬ 
located  to  complete  the  64th  biennium  that  ended  September  30,  1947.  (See  Table  12,  1948  Report  of 
the  Department  of  Finance.)  In  addition,  $538,823.38  of  the  emergency  appropriation  for  the  Vet¬ 
erans'  Bonus  was  paid  before  June  30,  1947,  and  therefore  had  to  be  allocated  to  the  64th  biennium. 
These  amounts  are  deducted  from  65th  General  Assembly  appropriations  and  "thrown  back"  to  the 
64th  biennium.  Then,  $65,000,090.45  of  66th  General  Assembly  deficiency  and  emergency  appro¬ 
priations  must  be  added.  (Table  4  of  this  report.)  Thus  by  taking  the  Auditor's  original  total  of  65th 
General  Assembly  appropriations,  subtracting  deficiency  and  emergency  appropriations  amounts 
"thrown  back"  to  the  64th  biennium,  and  adding  66th  General  Assembly  deficiencies  and  emergencies, 
we  arrive  at  the  net  total  appropriation  for  the  65th  biennium  of  $1,434,493,202.94. 

The  computation  looks  like  this:

Having  derived  the  total  appropriations  it  becomes  relatively  simple  to  arrive  at  the  grand  total 
of  expenditures  for  the  entire  biennium.  This  is  done  by  subtracting  the  amount  lapsed  on  September 
30,  1949  as  reported  by  the  Auditor,  from  the  net  appropriations  we  have  derived  for  the  65th  bien¬ 
nium.  The  Auditor's  records  show  a  total  lapse  for  all  appropriations  of  $177,624,109.64.  This 
amount  deducted  from  the  $1,434,493,202.94  total  of  appropriations  as  determined  above,  equals 
$1,256,869,093.30,  which  is  the  total  expenditure  against  all  appropriations  applying  to  the  65th  bi¬ 
ennium.  (See  Table  6,  this  report.) 

Working  backwards  we  can  now  find  the  distribution  of  the  total  expenditure  by  years.  The  Au¬ 
ditor  showed  total  warrants  issued  during  the  first  year  of  the  65th  biennium  (fiscal  year  1948,  from 
July  1,  1947  to  June  30,  1948)  of  $636,471,767.89.  Table  17  of  the  1948  report  of  the  Department  of 
Finance  shows  that  $58,261,821.54  of  this  total  was  spent  from  64th  biennium  appropriations  and  was 
properly  chargeable  to  the  64th  biennium.  Deducting  this  amount  from  the  Auditor's  gross  warrants 
of  $636,471,767.89  results  in  a  net  expenditure  against  65th  biennium  appropriations  for  fiscal  1948, 
of  $578,209,946.35.  The  second  year  of  the  biennium,  fiscal  1940,  (July  1,  1948  to  June  30,  1949)  the 
Auditor  showed  gross  total  warrants  issued  of  $618,728,378.06.  However,  this  second  year  in  the 
Auditor's  report  goes  only  to  June  30,  1949,  and  does  not  include  warrants  in  the  lapse  period  up  to 
the  end  of  the  65th  biennium,  on  September  30,  1949.  Adding  the  two  years  together  would  give  a 
total  expenditure  for  a  24  month  period  of  $1,196,938,324.41  which  is  a  lesser  amount  than  the 
$1,256,869,093.30  total  for  the  65th  biennium  computed  above  for  the  27  month  period,  July  1, 1947 
-  September  30,  1949.  By  subtraction  we  find  that  the  lapse  period  expenditures  against  appropriated 
funds  for  the  65th  biennium  were  $59,930,768.89. 
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The  figures  below  summarize  the  calculation:

One  further  step  is  required  to  complete  the  reconciliation  of  the  Department  of  Finance  with 
the  Auditor.  In  the  65th  biennium  certain  Federal  funds  were  not  appropriated  by  the  General  As¬ 
sembly  but  were  expended  through  State  accounts  in  conjunction  with  State  money  for  similar  pur¬ 
poses.  Table  1  of  this  report  lists  these  Federal  funds  and  shows  that  for  the  entire  65th  biennium 
a  total  of  $41,022,320.04  was  expended.  Of  this  amount,  $3,189,758.10  was  spent  in  the  lapse  period 
and  not  charged  to  66th  biennium  appropriations .  The  $41,022,320.04  added  to  the  $1,256,869,093.30 
(derived  in  Schedule  II)  equals  $1,297,891,413.34  which  is  the  total  expenditure  for  the  biennium 
used  throughout  this  report. 

As  has  been  noted,  there  is  only  one  point  of  direct  agreement  between  the  Auditor's  and  De¬ 
partment  of  Finance  reports.  This  is  the  amount  lapsed.  Reconciliation  has  been  demonstrated, 
however,  because  the  two  reports  begin  with  the  same  appropriation  figure  and  end  with  the  identical 
amount  lapsed. 
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THE  DETAILED  TABLES 


CHAPTER  IV 


THE  DETAILED  TABLES 

This  chapter  is  a  brief  technical  explanation  of  the  tables  included  in  this  report.  One  general 
comment  concerning  expenditures  is  necessary  and  should  be  kept  in  mind.  The  expenditures  as 
reported  by  fiscal  years  in  this  report  will  not  agree  with  the  Auditor's  "warrants  issued"  for  the 
same  years,  because  expenditure  figures  herein  are  on  an  "accrued”  basis.  The  two  reports  will 
agree,  however,  on  the  amount  expended  during  the  65th  biennium,  as  demonstrated  in  the  preced¬ 
ing  chapter. 

The  method  used  in  determining  accrued  expenditures  in  each  of  the  two  fiscal  years  of  the  bi¬ 
ennium,  is  briefly  as  follows: 

First  year,  fiscal  1948.  Warrants  issued  against  65th  biennium  appropriations,  plus  encum¬ 
brances,  and  vouchers  in  transit!/  at  June  30, 1948.  (Encumbrances  are  obligations  outstanding  and 
unliquidated  by  voucher  -  "bills  payable"  -  on  the  ending  date.) 

Second  year,  fiscal  1949.  Total  warrants  issued  for  the  biennium,  through  the  "lapse  period" 
to  September  30,  1949,  less  amounts  charged  to  previous  fiscal  year. 

In  some  instances,  (almost  entirely  in  the  case  of  capital  improvements)  encumbrances  on  the 
books  at  the  end  of  the  first  fiscal  year,  June  30,  1948,  were  not  liquidated  (paid  off)  by  the  end  of 
the  biennium,  September  30,  1949.  In  such  instances,  the  excess  encumbrances  were  written  off, 
and  charges  of  the  fiscal  year  1948  revised  downward  by  the  amount  of  such  excess  and  unpaid  en¬ 
cumbrances.  This  situation  arose  because  of  the  large  volume  of  reappropriations  of  unexpended 
65th  biennium  appropriation  balances  for  capital  improvements,  whereby  these  balances  were  car¬ 
ried  over  to  the  66th  biennium.  Obligations  incurred  (such  as  building  contracts)  against  such  ap¬ 
propriations  prior  to  June  30,  1948,  could  thus  be  paid  after  the  end  of  the  65th  biennium,  and  any 
time  up  to  September  30,  1951. 

TABLE  1 


This  table  is  the  only  one  in  the  report  which  concerns  itself  with  cash  balances,  and  also  the 
only  one  which  shows  all  the  funds  as  they  appear  in  the  State  treasury.  Table  1  demonstrates  the 
relationship  between  "cash"  and  "budgetary"  balances  .2/  The  other  five  tables  concern  themselves 
with  Section  II  of  Table  1,  said  section  representing  all  the  funds  available  for  appropriation  by  the 
General  Assembly  to  operate  the  State  for  the  65th  biennium.3/  The  parts  of  Table  1  excluded  in  the 
remainder  of  this  report  are  fund  groups  which  were  maintained  for  accounting  purposes^!/  or  trust 
funds,  which  do  not  enter  into  State  financial  transactions.  One  column  in  Table  1  needs  some  ex¬ 
planation  -  the  Non-Routine  Transfer  Column.  Amounts  shown  here  have  already  been  counted  in 
the  receipts  and  are  then  transferred.  In  order  to  avoid  double  counting  of  individual  fund  receipts,!/ 
these  amounts  are  set  out  separately.  An  example  of  this  occurs  when  the  General  Revenue  Fund 
makes  a  transfer  to  the  Teachers  College  Income  Fund;  the  money  having  been  counted  in  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Fund  cannot  be  again  included  in  the  receipts  of  the  Income  Fund.  All  other  columns  of  this 
table  are  self-explanatory;  the  table  goes  from  beginning  to  ending  balance  for  each  fund  for  the  en¬ 
tire  65th  biennium. 


J J  There  is  always  a  "float"  of  vouchers  (orders  to  pay)  that  accounts  for  the  difference  between 
the  amount  of  warrants  issued  (checks  written)  and  vouchers  passed  in  any  period.  Vouchers 
precede  warrants,  ordinarily  by  one  to  two  weeks. 

2/  Briefly,  a  budgetary  balance  (sometimes  called  a  "clear"  balance)  is  the  cash  balance  as  of  any 
date  minus  outstanding  obligations  on  that  date.  At  the  end  of  a  biennium  the  budgetary  balance 
is,  therefore,  the  cash  balance  on  June  30  of  an  odd-numbered  year  minus  lapse  period  warrants 
issued  to  pay  obligations  outstanding  on  said  June  30. 

3/  Certain  Federal  funds,  not  appropriated  in  the  65th  biennium,  were  appropriated  in  the  66th bi¬ 
ennium,  beginning  July  1, 1949.  These  funds  have  been  included  in  Section  n  of  Table  1  to  repre¬ 
sent  the  present  appropriation  system. 

4/  "Collection"  funds  maintained  solely  for  the  purpose  of  accumulating  receipts,  prior  to  transfer 
to  "regular"  funds  were  eliminated  by  action  of  the  General  Assembly  as  of  July  1,  1949. 

5/  All  transfers,  of  course,  "wash  out"  at  the  end  of  Table  1.  But  they  must  be  considered  when 
analyzing  individual  funds,  to  arrive  at  the  proper  fund  balance. 
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TABLE  2 


This  table  shows  major  sources  of  State  receipts,  by  fund  groups  into  which  these  receipts  were 
placed.  As  explained  in  the  footnote  of  Table  1,  certain  Federal  monies  are  disbursed  through  regular 
State  funds  in  addition  to  Federal  aid  disbursed  through  separate  treasury  funds.!/  In  Table  2,  all 
Federal  receipts  are  set  out  separately.  This  makes  it  possible  to  show  the  amount  of  both  Federal 
and  State  money  included  in  receipts.  The  receipt  total  will  agree  with  the  total  of  Section  n  of  Table  1. 


TABLES  3,  3 -A,  3-B 


This  is  the  longest  table  and  includes  all  the  available  detail  on  expenditures  as  shown  in  Sec¬ 
tion  n  of  Table  1.  Table  3  is  the  "non-capital",  appropriated,  section.  Table  3- A  reflects  the  so- 
called  "capital  budget",  including  State  building  construction  and  aids  to  local  governments  for  cer¬ 
tain  capital  improvements.  Table  3-B  reflects  so-called  Federal  trust  funds  which  were  not  ap¬ 
propriated  by  the  General  Assembly  for  the  65th  biennium.  (They  are  appropriated  for  the  66th). 
The  totals  of  Table  3  and  3- A  will  show  all  the  expenditures,  and  amounts  left  over  (lapsed)  against 
all  appropriated  funds  of  the  65th  biennium.

Table  4  accounts  for  that  part  of  the  66th  General  Assembly  appropriations  which  were  used  to 
complete  the  65th  biennium.2/  This  table  serves  as  an  index  for  all  of  this  type  of  appropriation  as 
to  order  of  its  appearance  in  Table  3.  These  are  the  amounts  of  the  66th  General  Assembly  appro¬ 
priations  which  can  be  written  off  and  completely  accounted  for  at  the  end  of  the  65th  biennium.  The 
remainder  of  the  66th  General  Assembly  appropriations  (regular  appropriations)  will  be  in  effect 
until  the  close  of  the  66th  biennium,  September  30,  1951.
